during World War II. Certainly he had confidence in his 
Parachute, and knew what conditions were required. He 

‘had the airplane slow down to a jumping speed before he jumped. 


It is possible that he made things easier for you by applying 
for a passport soon afterwards, if not beforehand. It is 
also possible that he did not pose for-his own passport photo, 
vut used the photo of someone else, but I think not.
